But rev- 
enue per ton-mile of freight carried 
per employe are alleged to have 
increased from $2134 to $3100, or 
45.3 per cent. Some of the reasons

IV RARE COLLECTION 


Latter Can Put Out ‘Lighted 


Cigarette in One Shot, Says 
Syracuse Scientist. 


By the Associated Press. 

SYRACUSE, N. T., Oct. 8—Syra- 
cuse University has acquired perch 
that can climb out on the seashore 
at night to hunt for their suppers, 
fish that can spit with bull’s eye 
accuracy and “mud skippers” that 
hop along on their tails. These 
queer fish are. part of a collection 
that Dr. Justus F. Mueller of the 
New York State College of For- 
estry brought back with him. after 
a round- world trip. 

The “climbing perch” are found 
in the Philippine Islands, the Ma- 
lay Peninsula and Siam. ‘They are 
about five inches long. On shore 
they propel themselves along by 
spiny gill extensions, « bumping 
along like an airplane about to take 
off. 

“Actually,” Dr. Mueller said, “they 
do very little. climbing,“ but in 
some instances they ‘climb’ to. a 
height of three or four feet, They 
fan stay out of the water almost 
indefinitely. 5 

The Siamese “archer fish” is. the 
one with uncanny skill as a spitter. 
An action,” Dr. Mueller said, the 
fish shoots at insects dangling from 
strings. At night it will mistake a 
cigarette for a firefly and will put 
it out with a shot of water.” 

‘The mud skipper,” a tiny fish 
found from Burma to the Philip- 
pines, also can stay out of the wa- 
ter for long periods.

Sacred Heart on her return from 
Australia, where she was the only 
woman member of a group from En- 
gland attending the conference of 
British Commonwealth Relations. 

The conference, attended by 
members of the Institute of Inter- 
national Relations from British do- 
minions, expressed confidence that 
continued peace would result from 
the recent settlement of the Ger 
man-Czechoslovak crisis. At Syd- 
ney, members of the conference, 
called to discuss relationships of 
the various dominions, followed de- 
velopments by radio. 

“Among the 120 members of the 
conference there was a strong sym- 
Czechoslovakia,” Miss 
Hadow said in an interview. “The 
feeling was much the same as that 
in England and in the United 
States.” 

“It was one thing to go to war 
to force unwilling Sudeten Ger- 
mans to remain in Czechoslovakia; 
it would have been quite another 
if Hitler had invaded Czechoslo- 
vakia. As one member of our con- 
ference expressed it, in conversa- 
tion with another, Would you be 
willing to lay down your life for 
the defense of Sudeten Germany!“ 

“There is another point worth 
making,” she continued. “There 
has been a good deal of feeling 
that Great Britain should police 
the world. But, after all, would 
the rest of the world really like it? 

“Great Britain set a worthy exe 
ample for other nations in dis- 
armament. She cut her army to 
the bone, It is no secret her army 
is below fighting strength. True, 
there is the British Navy. But 
you can't send the navy to Czecho- 
slovakia. In the event of another 
war, British dominions would not 
be called upon to send large forces 
of troops to foreign lands. The 
airplane and other modern war 
machines will eliminate trench war- 
fare.”

When the Post-Dispatch a year 
ago checked TVA performance 
against promises, it was found that 
although sponsors of the agency, 
created five years ago as one of 
the first steps of the New Deal, 
had talked eloquently of wide- 
spread benefits of cheap electric- 
ity to be brought to homes and 
farms, there was actually only 11.3 
per cent of the power reaching 
such consumers at the low rates 
established by TVA. 

At that time, as the article point- 
ed out, injunction suits brought by 
utility corporations were keeping 
TVA electricity out of several large 
cities. These injunctions have been 
dissolved and municipalities wish- 
ing to do so are free to purchase 
TVA power. 

The City of Knoxville began mu- 
nicipal distribution of electricity 
last Sept. 2 under a contract to pur- 
chase its supply from TVA. This 
followed agreement by the city to. 
purchase the distribution system 
previously operated by a utility 
corporation. This added about 30, 
000 customers to the TVA system. 
Expanding Service. 

Another large block of customers, 
about 50,000, will be added when 
Memphis begins distribution of 
TVA electricity in the next few 
months. Announcement was made 
Oct. 1 that the city had concluded 
negotiations for the purchase of 
the city-wide distribution system of 
the Memphis Power & Light Co. 
The city had started construction 
of a competitive system and already 
had about 3000 customers attached 
to its lines. 

The City of Chattanooga also ex- 
pects to have municipal distribu- 
tion of TVA electricity, having 
voted bonds to build its own sys- 
tem in case it cannot buy the ex- 
isting one. 

The number of customers of all 
kinds receiving TVA electricity at 
the close of the fiscal year, and 
before Knoxville and Memphis ac- 
quired their distribution systems, 
was 45,331. Obviously the number 
will be more than doubled when 
Memphis users are supplied in ad- 
dition to those of Knoxville. In

TVA 
at wholesale prices and using the electricity for their own profit, re- 
ceived 51.2 per cent of the total, and utility corporations, also using it 
for private profit, received 8.9 per cent. These two classes of wholesale 
customers bought 60:1 per cent of all the electricity sold in that year by 
Two utility corporations—Alabama 


Power Co, and Arkansas Power & 
Light Co.—are buying extensively, 
from TVA. 

Electricity from the big TVA 
dams is a bargain for homes and 
shops able to get it. Even after 
the utility companies reduced their 
rates to meet competition the av- 
erage customer was able to buy 
about 30 per cent cheaper if. he 
could get energy at the retail rateg 
established by the Authority. 
For homes served by municipali- 
ties and co-operatives under TVA 
contracts the schedule starts at 3 
cents a kilowatt hour for the first 
50 consumed in a month, and suc

Economics of Cotton Picking. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RECENILY made a short comment 
in this column on our cotton pickers’ 

strike in Southeast Missouri. A friend 

- who read it said to me: “Thad, this is the 
first time I ever knew you to pull your 
punches.” This friend is a big planter, 
‘he is very discerning and he knows me 
well. He meant by his remark that, in 
order to avoid the displeasure of my 
neighbors, I had written less critically of 
the planters’ attitude in our small labor 
disturbance than I had felt in my heart. 

It goes without saying that feeling runs 

high when a strike is on, and it is easy 

for any one to get in bad who does not 
side definitely with his class. 

Of course I want the respect and af- 
fection of my farmer and planter asso- 
ciates, because I love them almost with- 
out exception, but if I know myself, I 
am not willing to hedge and trim or to 
be insincere in written or spoken word 
in order to retain their unqualified es- 
teem. 

In so far as we have a class struggle 
in the cotton country, my sympathies 
are definitely with the poor devils who 
bend their backs to do our work. There 
is no mistake about that. I have watched 
the feeble rise of the Southern Tenant 
Farmers’ Union with deep interest. I 
have felt no manly inner urge to kill the 
men who join the union, but on the other 
hand I would be pleased to see the union 
grow strong and wise and able to pick 
leadership that planters would be bound 


to respect.

A word about our recent small strike. 
In spite of my leaning toward the work- 
ers, I thought it was ill-advised, poorly 
timed and badly led. Space forbids dis- 
cussing it at length but one point ought 
to becmentioned. This strike, for the 
first time in our territory, brought out 
clearly an inner conflict in the union 
that it would seem must somehow be re- 
solved before the organization can get 
on solid footing. The union membership 
is made up of both share-croppers and 
unattached laborers. Their interests are 
quite different, es 

The day-laborer may get a little chop- 
ping in the spring and is almost sure to 
get 30 to 45 days’ picking in the fall. His 
need is clearly to earn as much as pos- 
sible during his short work period. If 
he can get a dollar a hundred for pick- 
ing, he thinks he has it coming because 
he has waited 10 or 11 months to get it. 

But at present prices of cotton, if a 
share-cropper pays a dollar a hundred for 
his picking, he will have just about enough 
left out of his crop to pay for his sum- 
mer’s “furnish” and nothing to go on. 

It works about like this—our average 
yield will probably be about 400 pounds 
of lint per acre, or about 1300 pounds 
of seed cotton. So the picking would 
cost $13. The cropper pays all the pick- 
ing cost. The cash return from 400 
pounds of lint at $8.75 plus the small 
“gin premium” is about $37.50 of which 
the cropper gets half. Take $3 from 
$18.75 and that leaves about the amount 
per acre that the cropper has borrowed 
during the summer to live on while mak- 
ing the crop. 

= „ 

The average crop (restricted under the 
farm program) is perhaps 12 to 15 acres. 
But of course the size of his crop is of 
no avail to him if he hires it picked at 
a dollar a hundred. Cotton has opened 
pretty much all at once this fall and 
planters have the right which they have 
freely exercised to run in outside pickers 
or croppers who get behind. * 

So it looks to me that a difficult prob- 
lem exists for the young and struggling 
union—if its unattached day labor mem- 
bers run picking prices up, their success 
will mean destitution for many share- 
cropper members of the union. I am sure 
I don't know the answer. 

Of course, there are many planters who 
grow their crop all or in part by day 
labor in order to grab the entire Govern- 
ment “crop diversion payment,” or for 
other reasons. Such planters are fair 
game for the union. No inner conflict 
is involved. The planters are not help- 
less like the pers and itis O K 
by me if the pickers are able to pick 
them clean.

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A NAME WORTHY OF HONOR. 

Discussion of possible names for the new high 
school in the southwestern section of the city has 
brought the suggestion that it be named for the 
late Dr. Edward Watt Saunders. If unselfish serv- 
ice to the ‘children of the city over a long num- 
ber of years is taken as a criterion, then the sug- 
gestion deserves serious consideration. 

For 40 years prior to his death in 1927, Dr. Saun- 
ders, childless himself, dedicated his brilliant pro- 
fessional gifts to caring for the children of St. 
Louis, rich and poor alike. Known as the “father 
of pediatrics west of the Mississippi,” his earnings 
were large and he could have accumulated an im- 
pressive personal fortune. He chose, instead, to in- 
vest all his earnings in institutions for the care of 
unmarried mothers and under-privileged children. 
The Bethesda institutions, which he founded and 
nursed through precarious years, survive and flour- 
ish today. In his last illness he requested his 
friends to refrain from sending flowers for his 
funeral and to give the money instead to Bethesda, 
“which is sorely in need of contributions.” 

Since Dr. Saunders was a resident of the South 
Side himself, it would be peculiarly fitting for his 
memory to be honored in naming the new high 
school or some other school in that section.

IFE under the German dictatorship 

might seem at first to be very much as 

always. The main body of the daily ma- 
terial preoccupations, for an ordinary citi- 
zen, remains about the same, but the indi- 
vidual’s responsibilities toward the state 
have fundamentally changed. 

It is when you go home from work that 
the new regime makes itself strongly felt. 
Your children, whatever their ages, are 
yours no longer. They are the children of 
the state, Hitler’s children, and they take 
their part in the psychological and physical 


training which is the regime’s insurance | 


against the future. In the schools, children 
are taught the same highly colored versions 
of history, wherein the German virtues are 
forever, extolled, and human development is 
seen as a steady progression toward the 
ultimate magnificence of Adolf Hitler. 

Your children come home from school 
with strange new ideas, and it is of no use— 
besides being downright dangerous—for 
parents to argue with them. In a very short 
time, the children come to have a point of 
view so different from that of their parents 
that real communication between the non- 
Fascist and the Fascist generation becomes 
practically impossible. 

So when you get home at night, your 
children talk to you in a language you can 
hardly understand. If they tell you Germany 
won the war and was cheated only by the 
peace (which the youth of Germany all be- 
lieves), you cannot argue. The children 
would not understand; moreover, they might 
report you at school the next day. They 
yield so unreservedly to the persuasions of 
emotional patriotism that they think their 
duty to the state and the party is greater 
than that to their parents.

Speech is no longer free anywhere, either 
in your own home or in the cafe or on the 
street. Anybody can be a spy; your own 
children are not safe, and much less the 
neighbors or waiters in a cafe. Anybody can 
denounce you as an “enemy of the state,” 
and you are ‘liable to arrest without trial at 
any time. The ordinary guarantees of the 
liberty of the citizen not exist in either 
of the great Fascist tes.

They have no means of know- 
ing other sides of the questions presented to 
them; all they know is that their country is 
“attacked” (always attacked) and that the 
superior wisdom of the dittator has decided 
for the advantage of all. 


What makes Austria especially interesting 
just now is that it is a new-made Fascist 
country. It has not had the years of steep- 
ing in Fascist doctrine which have made 
both Germany and Italy so easy for their 
leaders to manage. Social life in Vienna in 
all classes was remarkably free and easy, 
and under all stages of economic distress 
the people remained spirited and full of 
good humor. It is startling to see-what has 
happened to this city now that it has sud- 
denly been informed that it is “German.” 
The dislocation of mind produced by this 
event was itself very considerable. It was 
aided by the terror: wholesale arrests, thou- 
sands of people sent to jail or concentration 
camps, other thousands confined to their 
houses, other thousands thrown out of their 
jobs. A flood of Germans from Germany 
arrived to carry out all these activities. 

The people of Vienna seem, from all I 
could learn, to have liked the German army 
officers and men, who were good-natured 
and friendly; but they detested and feared 
the Brownshirts, Blackshirts and plain- 
clothes-men of the Gestapo. They were 
plunged into bewilderment from which most 
of them have not yet emerged. 

But all this is for the adults. Among the 
children and young people the response to 
Nazi persuasions is very much quicker, the 
period of bewilderment very short indeed. 
The Fascist-Nazi doctrines and practices 
have everything to offer young people, par- 
ticularly the children and youth of the poor. 

The fear of war—even a war of defense 
is prevalent among the adult citizens of the 
dictatorships. They do not want it at all; 
they think of it a great deal; they wonder 
if the wicked machinations of the “Bol- 


‘shevized” democracies (which includes En- 


land, France and the United States) can- 
not be circumvented somehow; they trust 
their dictators to do so,

four operating dams with power 
plants attached. The generating 
capacity installed at all four is 
420,000 kilowatts. Wilson Dam is 
the largest with 184,000 kilowatts. 
This was constructed during the 
war and has been fitted into the 
TVA unified program. Norris Dam 
has 100,000 kilowatts, Wheeler Dam 
64,000 and Pickwick 72,000. 

Dams now under construction 
will have initial installed generat- 
ing capacity of 211,500 kilowatts, as 
follows: Guntersville, 72,900; 
Chickamauga, 381,000; Hiwassee, 
57,600. The Authority also is do- 
ing preliminary work for construc 
tion of a huge dam at Gilbertsville, 
Ky., on the Tennessee Rlyer about 
20 miles above its confluence with 
the Ohio. eee 

Total sales of TVA in the 1938 
fiscal year were less in volume of 
kilowatt-hours than in the preced- 
ing year, the 1938 figure of 699,- 
303,675 comparing with 731,587,192 
in 1937. Interdepartmental sales, 
included in both, were slightly 
greater in the 1938 year than in 
the preceding one. The volume 
might have been. expected to in- 
crease, since the project is in the 


44 development stage and is increas- 


ing both its production and trans- 
mission facilities. 


Sales Promotion. 

Through most of the 1937 fiscal 
year a private utility was buying 
large amounts of power, but did 
not renew its contract when it ex- 
pired in February, 1937. This left 
TVA with a large volume of sur- 
plus power which other prospec- 
tive markets were not ready to 
take. Sales promotion was under- 
taken to find new markets. Only 
recently have some of the new in- 
dustrial and municipal customers 
commenced taking substantial 
quantities. 

The controversy over the “hon- 
esty” of TVA rates as a “yardstick” 
goes on. It centers principally 
around the question of proper allo ; 
and 
other TVA enterprises. If the en- 
tire capital investment were 
charged against power operations, 
the rates obviously are too low, 
even when output reaches its maxi- 
mum, to cover fixed charges and 
operating costs. 

The act of Congress creating the 
TVA provided that the dams should 
serve also for aiding navigation and 
for protection from floods, and re- 
quired that TVA directors should 
make an allocation of costs attribu- 
table to the various functions. 
Only recently an allocation was 
made as to the cost of three dams, 
Wilson, Norris and Wheeler. Total 
investment in the three was taken 
as $94,125,671, as follows: Wilson, 
$30,120,009, written down from an 
original cost of $47,000,000; Norris, 
$31,532,120, and Wheeler, $32,473,542. 
n the case of both Norris and 
Wheeler some depreciation was 
written off. | 

52 Pct. Allocated to Power. 

To power, the TVA board allo- 
cated 52 per cent of the investment, 
or $49,360,179; to navigation, 28 per 
cent, or $26,294,865, and to flood con- 
trol, 20 per cent, or $18,470,627. 

That part of the cost of dams 
allocated to power does not, of 
course, represent by any means the 
entire TVA investment for power 
purposes. There will have to be in- 
cluded many millions spent for 
transmission lines, substations and 


as a substantial part of all overhead 
costs. The committee making the 
allocation stated it did not consider 
interest. accruing during construc- 
tion, a charge always appearing in 
the capital investment of private 
companies, 

The congressional committee in- 
vestigating TVA, which recently 
held extensive hearings in Knox- 
ville, is preparing to go thoroughly 
into the question of the “yardstick” 
at future hearings in Washington.

Local committees have been or- 
ganized in all counties to admin- 
ister ordinary medical benefits. 
Three-fiftus of the members of 
each of these represent the insured 
of the area; one-fifth are ap- 
pointed by local authorities, and 
the other two-fifths are chosen by 
the local medical profession and 
the Ministry of Health. A doctor 
and two women must be included 
in this group. 

Scope of Insurance, 
While the panel practice doctors 
are not necessarily represented on 
these local committees, they are not 
without a voice in the working of 
the system.’ The local Insurance 
Committee must confer with three 
other ps. One of these is a 
local medical committee represent- 
ing the practitioners of the area; a 
second represents the doctors on 
the insurance panel and is often 
identical with the Insurance Com- 
mittee, and the third is a pharma- 
ceutical committee, representing 
the druggists of the area. 


The scope of British Health In- 
surance probably can be best ap- 
preciated by a glance at its finan- 
cial balance sheet. The yearly in- 
come of the societies is upwards of 
£40,000,000 ($200,000,000) of which 
the Government contributes about 
$35,000,000. Regular benefits amount 
to about $155,000,000, while $30,000,- 
000 goes for administrative charges, 
leaving an annual surplus of $15,- 
000,000 for special benefits. 

Chief Objection, 

The chief objection to the sys- 
tem here seems to be not at all the 
quality of medical service rendered, 
but the fact that many persons are 
excluded from the benefits. ny 
civil servants, local governmental 
employes, policemen, teachers and 
other workers, not to mention those 
with a salary of more than $1250 a 
year, cannot obtain national health 
insurance.

More real, however, is the argu- 
ment against the disparity between 
sickness benefits and those paid 
under the Unemployment Insurance 
plan. For no apparent reason, the 
latter are considerably higher. 

A man with a wife and two chil 
dren, for example, receives more 
than twice as much each week un- 
der the Unemployment Insurance 
plan than he would get in the 
form of health insurance sickness 
benefits.

The suffering of grief, whether it 
be due to circumstances beyond the 
individual’s control, or if it be su- 
perimposed, endures throughout the 
years. It may be voluble or silent, 
but it is real. In the passing of 
the old family doctor these patients 
have lost their best friends, and 
their chief protector.
